time Congressional privateers, jeal- 
ous of their historic privilege to 9pend 
ing the government's mon^y with 
lavish hands, it is expected that the 
measure will pass. As President Wil 
aqn has consistently urged the enact- 
ment of such a law there is no qttW- 
tion of his approval. 

Democratic and Republican lead- 
ers of progressive tendencies has 
realized that something must *be 
done to abate the waste of money 
that is annually appropriated by 
Congress, hence the efforts for bud- 
get legislation in the 66th Congress 
have so far met with less opposition 
than ever before, ft^ost of the other 
large nations a( the earth ar# admih- 
istered,on the budget system and the 
United States has been, practically 
alone in*"ita legislative appropriation 
system. . 

The bill as at present drawn will 
differ materially from the budget 
la^s of other nations, this being due 
to the difFerence in the American 
style of government and placint; of 
responsibilities. Former President 
Taft, an ardent advocate of a bud- 
get, and Carter Glass, Secietary of 
the Treaaury, ai^ther espouser of 
the project, have^l»aen heard by the 
committee and their Views obtained 
as' to what they believe the bill's 
salient features should be. 

The United States Government 
has at the present' time a law the re- 
vision of estimates, but it contains 
no provisions for the machinery ne- 
cessary for investigation of the de- 
sirability of the recommendations. 

The budget bill now being evolved 
by the liouse appropriations commit- 
tee becomes a law there will be two 
major officials in charge of the wprk, 
Firiit, there will be a director 6f the 
bureau of the budget, or: aomo . simi- 
tar title, who would be appointed by 
the President. His salary will be 
$10,000 a year and he will hav^ an 
assistant at $7,500. He will' be as- 
signed a safflcient force to investi- 
gate all claims for appropriations 
and to keep tab on the necessities 
of the various departments, not only 
froin monih to month, bat day to 
day. 

The director of the budget would 
be directly under the President, and 
on him the chigf executive would 
largely depend tot his departmental 
estimates and general information. 

The other official will be styled 
the auditor-general. He, too, will 
be appointed by the President and 
confirmed by tne Senate and it is 
planned that he be subject to re- 
moval only by resolution of both 
Senate and House for misconduct 
incapacity or such other cause. I'his 
would remove this important office 
beyond the reach of politics. His 
salary would be commensurate with 
that of the budget director, ami he 
also woult) have a suitable statf. The 
business of the auditorgeneral would 
be to check the appropriations, rev- 
enues and expenditures of the gov- 
ernment, so that Congress may ob- 
tain at a moment's notice figures on 
the state of the national finances 
' and everything relative to expen- 
ditures. 

It is considered possible lii " ' 'di- 
gress may recommend, or in>isi, Up- 
on a joint committee of supei vision 
of evcrytiiin^ concerning th'' bud- 
get. If iluiie this will be a sop to 
tliu who today irsoiit any 

interffrence with their ancient pow- 
ers of disbursing the public money. 
As a matter of fact, the auditor-gen- 
eral plan has been worked out with 
the idea ef seething to Congress the 
control o| all expenditures* but this 
may not satisfy some Senators 'and 
Representatives. 

The departmental estimates will 
be called under the proposed law to 
the attention of Congress by the di- 
rector of- the bureau of the bureau 
of the budget, as stated, while the 
auditor-general, on the part of Con- 
jrress, will report on their practica- 
bility as regards the prospective rev- 
enues, state of the treasury, etc.

Washingtcn, October 13. — Rumor 
is a fugitive and intangible thin?, 
)ut judging the inquiries and tales 
which have come here from the coun- 
try-at-large concerning the true na- 
ture of President Wilson's illness 
gossip has attribute'd every conceiv- 
able ailment knowh- to man to the 
distinguished patient who lies sick 
at the white house, says Correspon- 
dent David Lawrence. 

Many persons who haye been bit- 
terly opposed to the president's pol- 
icies and who have imagined even 
before the President suffered a ner 
vous breakdown that his ideas were 
irrational, to say the least, have not 
hesitated to jump at the conclusion 
that Mr. Wilson's mentaj balance 
has been affected by his recent la- 
bors. Others even more sympathet- 
ically inclined forgive some of his 
intemperate remarks on his western 
trl^ on the ground that he must have 
been exhausted by his experiences 
in the Paris conference and that he 
had discarded nrach of his previous 
poise and calm^iess. 

But the truth is not difficult to dis- 
cover. In any event, the i^residont 
has ndt suffered anything that has 
impaired or will impair in the slight- 
est degree, his mental faculties. 
Foarod the Pocsibilittie*. 
It was a fear of what might hap- 
pen rather than any excitement over 
what had happened tl{at caused the 
president's physician to call pff fhe 
western trip. . The 'president's ill- 
nes;; is^ of such a simple character 
that it is readily . explained. Mr. 
Wilson was on the train for nearly 
a mcr.th.
